Charter  section  4.132  requires  the  Mayor  to  notify  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  executive  branch 
reorganizations.  My  FY  97-98  Proposed  Budget,  which  was  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
June   1st,    includes   several    reorganizations  which   I   am  writing  to  further  highlight. 

The  Emergency  Medical  Services  Division,  formerly  a  part  of  the  Health  Department,  will  be  transferred 
to  the  Fire  Department.  The  Board  has  already  acted  on  legislation  separate  from  the  budget  to  enable 
the  City  to  begin   this   reorganization. 

Charter  sections   6.101  and    18.105   require    the   Recorder's    functions,    currently   a   division   of    the  Office 

of   the  Clerk-Recorder,  to  be   transferred   to   the  Assessor's   Office,    which  will    become   the  Office  of   the 

Assessor-Recorder.     As  a   result,    I   have  proposed   to   transfer  the  County  Clerk   functions,    also  a  current 

division  of   the  Office  of   the  Clerk-Recorder,    to   the  Department  of  Administrative  Services. 
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The  Airport  Police  unit,  formerly  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  is 
being  transferred  to  the  Police  Department. 

The  Moscone  Expansion  Project,  formerly  in  the  Mayor's  Office,  is  being  transferred  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works. 

Thank  you  for  your  consideration  of  these  reorganizations.  My  staff  and  departmental  staff  will  be 
available  during  the  Board's  budget  deliberations  to  answer  any  questions  you  may  have  regarding  these 
changes.

I  am  returning  to  the  Board  with  my  disapproval  the  Resolution  recognizing  the  contribution  and  work  of 
the  Park  Patrol  Unit  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  and  urging  the  Department  to  fully  fund, 
train  and  staff  the  park  patrol  (File  No.  100-97-2.) 

I  am  concerned  about  adding  yet  another  full  funding,  full  staffing  policy  for  a  Commission.  We  have 
numerous  city  departments  who  are  obligated  to  provide  either  a  certain  level  of  funding  or  staffing. 
I  believe  this  resolution,  if  approved,  would  undermine  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission's  decision 
making  process  to  fund  the  services  they  deem  necessary  to  meet  their  departments  responsibilities. 
Comnissions  should  forward  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  funding  requests  that  they  feel  appropriate  to 
meet  the  mission  of  their  departments.  The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  can  then  make  whatever 
changes  they  believe  are  required. 

I  hope  to  work  cooperatively  with  Supervisor  Medina  on  a  resolution  which  I  could  support.  I  agree 
with  Supervisor  Medina  that  San  Francisco  should  recognize  the  need  for  security  and  safety  in  San 
Francisco  Parks,  as  well  as  the  need  for  education  and  enforcement  of  existing  park  regulations  to 
allow  for  the  enjoyment  of  Recreation  and  Parks  facilities. 

The  Park  Patrol  unit  is  not  a  law  enforcement  unit.  They  provide  information  and  permit  assistance  for 
visitors  to  Golden  Gate  Park  as  well  as  3Com  Park.  They  will  call  law  enforcement  if  they  see  an 
incident  that  needs  attention. 

Let  me  reiterate,  I  would  sign  a  Resolution  urging  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  to  review  the 
funding  and  staffing  level  of  the  Park  Patrol  Unit  in  order  to  provide  appropriate  service  to  the 
public.

BUDGET  STATEMENT  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS 
ON  BEHALF  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE

CHAIR  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

July  14,  1997 

On  behalf  of  my  colleagues  on  the  Finance  Committee,  Vice-Chair  Barbara  Kaufman  and  Supervisor  Amos 
Brown,  I  am  pleased  to  transmit  our  recommended  FY  1  997-98  budget.  Over  the  past  month,  we  have 
worked  closely  with  the  Budget  Analyst,  the  Controller,  the  Mayor  and  his  budget  staff  in  order  to 
produce  the  best  possible  financial  plan  for  the  coming  year.  We  have  cut  excess  funding,  ident  ified 
sources  of  unexpended  revenue,  and  recommended  new  appropriations  for  very  important  programs.  The 
result   is  a  budget  which  has   the  unanimous   support  of  the  Committee. 

Our  primary  goal  in  assembling  this  budget  was  to  make  an  investment  in  the  people  of  San 
Francisco.  The  Committee  reallocated  over  $10  million  in  spending  to  address  some  of  the  most  pressing 
needs   faced  by  San   Franciscans   today,    including  the  following: 

Providing  Adequate  Care  and  Recreational  Activities  for  Children  -  The  Committee  allocated  $2 
million  for  new  and  expanded  child  care  services,  with  a  focus  on  expanding  family  home  day  care,  the 
most  cost-effective  form  of  care  available.  The  Committee  members,  as  well  as  Supervisors  Ammiano, 
Bierman,  Medina,  and  Yee  all  urged  the  Committee  to  find  funding  for  such  programs.  The  Committee  also 
set  aside  roughly  $1.3  million  to  expand  recreation  and  job  opportunities  for  youth  offered  through  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department.  The  Committee  also  recommended  funding  a  variety  of  other  services  for 
San  Francisco's  children,  from  the  Childhood  Lead  Prevention  Program  (as  requested  by  Supervisor 
Bierman)    to  a  new  Beacon  Center  in   the  Richmond  neighborhood   (as   requested  by  Supervisor  Yaki ) . 

Expanding  the  Availability  of  Drug  Treatment  -  The  Committee  directed  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  to  reallocate  $400,000  that  was  to  be  spent  on  support  services  to  the  direct  provision  of 
substance  abuse  treatment.  The  Committee  also  approved  a  $170,000  grant  to  Walden  House  to  expand  its 
treatment  services  for  women  and  their  children,  bringing  the  total  increased  funding  for  substance 
abuse  treatment  services  in  this  budget  to  nearly  $8  million.  While  the  City  cannot  yet  provide 
treatment  on  demand,  we  continue  to  move  rapidly  toward  that  goal.  Providing  Essential  Services  to  San 
Francisco  Seniors  -  The  Committee  has  recommended  spending  $323,000  to  provide  COLAs  for  agencies  that 
contract  with  the  Commission  on  the  Aging,  and  $1.1  million  to  give  a  wage  increase  to  the  In-Home 
Supportive  Services  (IHSS)  workers  who  provide  essential  in-home  care  to  over  8,000  seniors  and  people 
with  disabilities.  The  Committee  feels  strongly  that  when  the  City  is  economically  healthy  enough  to 
provide  raises  to  its  own  employees,  it  should  also  be  able  to  compensate  the  non-profit  and  other 
contractors  who  provide  critical  services  to  our  seniors.  At  Supervisor  Teng's  request,  the  Committee 
also  set  aside  $300,000  to  provide  a  reserve  for  elderly,  disabled  immigrants  who  may  lose  their 
benefits  in  the  wake  of  Federal  Welfare  Reform.  The  Committee  has  also  allocated  funding  for  two  new 
senior  centrals,  one-stop  neighborhood  centers  that  provide  vital  information  and  services  to  San 
Francisco  seniors.  Maintaining  Public  Health  and  Safety  -  The  Committee  set  aside  funds  for  a  variety 
of  health-  and  safety-related  services.  Among  a  variety  of  other  programs,  we  earmarked  $200,000  (in 
addition  to  the  roughly  $18  million  the  City  already  spends)  to  provide  housing  subsidies  for  people 
living  with  AIDS  or  HIV. At  Supervisor  Katz's  request,  we  also  allocated  $120,000  to  establish  the 
"Resolve  to  Stop  the  Violence  "  (RSVP)  program  in  the  Sheriff's  Department.  The  Committee  also 
recommended  funding  to  clean  San  Francisco  neighborhoods,  which  will  both  improve  public  health  and 
spur  economic  revi tal ization.  Supervisor  Brown  urged  us  to  provide  $695,000  in  funding  for  a  major 
clean-up  of  Third  Street  in  the  Bayview,  and  Supervisor  Newsom  asked  that  we  set  aside  $60,000  for 
intensive  sidewalk  cleaning  in  the  Tenderloin.  In  addition  to  the  programs  mentioned  here,  the 
Committee  recommended  a  variety  of  measures  to  enhance  culture  and  the  arts  and  to  increase 
governmental  efficiency  and  effectiveness. Assembling  this  package  required  a  number  of  difficult 
decisions.  My  office  alone  received  more  than  $24  million  in  requests  for  financial  support  during  the 
Committee's  hearings.  By  working  with  the  Budget  Analyst,  the  Controller  and  the  Mayor's  budget  staff, 
the  Committee  was  able  to  identify  $10.5  million  in  excess  funding  and  unexpended  revenues  that  could 
be  used  to  fund  some  of  these  programs.  While  we  were  unable  to  fund  every  request  that  the  Committee 
received,  we  believe  that  our  proposed  reallocations  will  make  San  Francisco  a  stronger,  healthier, 
more  economically  vibrant  city.  We  hope  that  this  budget  will  win  your  support. I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Vice-Chair  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
Barbara  Kaufman  and  Supervisor  Amos  Brown.  Their  thoughtful  observations,  their  pertinent  inquiries  and 
their  total  commitment  to  our  budget  review  process  have  all  contributed  to  the  success  of  our 
recommended  budget  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. The  Committee  would  also  like  to  thank 
Budget  Analyst  Harvey  Rose  and  his  Assistants,  Bill  Courtright  and  Ken  Bruce  as  well  as  the  entire 
staff  of   the  Budget  Analyst's  Office,   Controller  Ed  Harrington,   Chief  Assistant  Controller  John  Madden,
